they have sunk from three millions and a quarter to one 
million and a quarter. 
This discriminating duty has 
left between one and tw o millions of dollars in the 
pockets of Frenchmen, besides the encouragement of 
the silk manufacture and trade. 
W hy then has she 
sent this squadron, to observe us first, und to strike us 
eventually ? 
She knows our pacific disposition towards 
her, not only from our own \\ ords and actions, hut from 
the official report of her own officers : from the very 
officer sent out lust spring, in a frigate, to carry back 
the recalled minister. 
Here in Ins report, made to the 
Minister ol Marine, and communicated to the Chamber 
of Deputies in the month of April last. 
Listen to it, 
and see how tally it establishes, not only our p tcffic dis­ 
position towur is France, hut the affection of our citizens 
tor her, and the solicitude of our officers to honor her 
fleg, and gratify her feelings.

“ I have the honor to inform you that th «3 brig d ’As- 
sn» mailed from N ew York on the 11th of March last,

T he two plans cannot go on together ; one or 
the other must give w ay, and he had purposely drawn 
the resolution under consideration to make an issue be­ 
tween them , and to draw the line between those who 
will put their country in a state of defence, and those 
who will leave it naked and hcdpless. 
Mr B. had felt it Ins duty to bring to the notice of the 
Senate, the approach o f the French squadron o f obser­ 
vation, and to show that it came because “ A m erica 
had no fo r c e capable o f being opposed to it.”

was a subsidiary argument, and a fair illustration o f the 
dangers and humiliation of a defenceless position. 
It 
should stimulate us to instant and vigorous action ;— to 
the concentration o f all our money, and all our hands, 
to the sacred task of national «lefence. 
For him self he 
did not believe there would lie war, because he knew 
that there ought not to be war ; but that belief would 
have no effect upon his conduct. 
He went for nation­ 
al defence, b«’cause that policy was right in itself, w ith­ 
out any regard to tim es and circumstances. 
H e went 
for it now , because it was the response, and the only 
response which American honor could give to the visit 
o f Admiral Mackau. 
Above all, he went for it, be­ 
cause it was the w ay, and the only manly w ay, o f let­ 
ting France know that she had committed u mistake in 
sending this fleet upon us. 
In conclusion, he would 
call for tiie yeas and nays, and remark that our votes 
would have to be given under tho guns ol France, and 
under the ey es o f Europe.
